New York, Nov. B.— R. G. Dun 
Company's weekly review of trado Kaya: 
Even in the last week before the preei- 
dentisl election, btisineea has continued 
Tery active. The people are clearly bay- 
ing more goods than vmt before, and in 
some branches mannfactarers are reftUi- 
ing a slight advance in prices. Money 
is closer at eoine western points, but no 
wliere is stringency seen, and there is no 
apjireheneion as to the iinnie<liate 
future. Wheat has touched the lowest 
point ever known in this market, 
■eventy-thtee apd (me*haU oentor re- 
ceipts at w«Mi potfM Mng ftUl 
enonnoas. 

Exports have mnch increased, and a 
recovery in price to c^eventy-foor and 
one-half cents has resulted, bat the de- 
cline for the week is .still one and one- 
foarth oent. 'Cora* has fallen a 6ent, 
with moderate movement, but oats are 
a oent higfter. Sales of cotton have 
amounted to more than a million baU<s. 
and the price has advaiicecl an eighth, 
for soatnem accounts appear to indi- 
cate a greater decrease in yield and the 
receipts are again comparatively small. 
Coffee is three-eighths lower, and bugs 
also, while lard is one-foorth stronger, 
and oil' eie and ■■ tbr«e^glrttti cents 
higher. 

Speculation is not very active except 
in cotton. Trade at Boston is very sat- 
isfactory. Jobbing trade -in dry goods 
is stead.y some cottons have advanced 
in price, and more machinery sMms to 
be needed. Wool is firmer with sales of 
over 4,000 pounds, and the clothing trade 
fair in spite of mild weather. The boot 
and shoe business is active, with factor- 
ies fall of work. At PhiladalpUa iron 
has an advancing tendency, some im- 
provement i# seen in boots and shoes, 
the advance in paper is well maiutaiiied 
and wool is active with soma- grades 
scarce. In paints, glass and oils moder- 
ate activity is seen. 

Trade is healthy and buoyant at Bal- 
timore, Pittsbarg.notes activity in iron, 
especially in finished products, and a 
fair trade in glass. At Qnc^nati busi- 
ness somewhat exceeds last year's, in 
greoeries 20 to 80 per cent. At Cleve- 
land budneu is good, exceeding last 
year's, espeoiidly in rolled iron. At De- 
troit trade is la^er than a year ago, and 
manofactares verr active. At Indian- 
apolis basiness is especially active 
in fonndrlesj maehinlBitr and saw 
mannfactura Trada at Chicago has 
.bMnaaHseMtaigr, with espedal inc^e 
in real estate transactions. Receipts ot 
com have been doable last yew's, wheat 
and hides abo^ a giin Of 'TOnw oent. for 
the week, botter 00, barley 40 and 
dressed beef 35 per cent., while in rve. 
oata, sheep and hogs a decrease of a 
third appears, in lard SO per cent and in 
wool7oper oent 

Honey is in strong deinand at 0 per 
cent, little retoming fromVestem cen- 
ters. At Milwankee many of the largest 
honaee were homed oot, bat none ap- 
pear to be crippled so far, and collec- 
tioiis 4re still fair. At St Paul busi- 
ness is active, and at Minneapolis lum- 
ber is strong, and wheat moving more 
freely. At Omaha and, Dmver trade is 
veryg^ood; at Kansas iCity busfnesa \i^ 
large in volume, witii Uberol teceipts of 
live stock and better inricee. At ist. 
' Louis, though the weather checks trade 
in woolens and clothing, groceries, bouts 
and shoes, and dry goods generally are 
strong, and Ktain receipts heavy. At 
Louisville basiness is a full average and 
at Memphis slightly improved, tltough 
below the normal volame. 

At New Orledu labor trouble retards 
trade, but cotton is higher and active 
and receipts of sngar liberal with good 
demand. The iron business ImprbveK 
everywhere and unsold stocks are fust 
disappearing. Pig is stronger, but bsf 
somewhat wrak; the demand fornlate: 
is only liiode^te, but for structural iron 
very large, p:id sheets are active with 
espc'ciHl prepnure for the lighter (luali- 
ties. Western competition depressei) 
plates, bat for the induuti;y as a whole, 
the tone luw diatinotry improved.

PlTTSBi'KO, Nov. 5.— Upon convening 
court yesterday. Senator liobbWB began 
the opening address to the jVf- for the 
defense. His argomentft were npon the 
enormity of the offense of Private lams ; 
the absence of cruelty in the punish- 
ment inflicted ai^d the Ausenoe of malice. 
In hia analyaia of tlie testimony of Pri- 
vate Umit tM' lafttor wae sooted un- 
merdfulhr. The address was remark- 
able for its force and clearness. 

Attorney Frank P. lame followed with 
an argument for the prosecution. He 
reviewed at lengtii the terrible punish- 
ment Inflicted, oomparing the rope with 
the' tirambsiOBtr ana other implements of 
torture used in fiet i«es. 

At the conclnsion of Mr, lams' ad- 
dress to the Jnry, Judge Porter asked 
the proeeoatton u it had any further ev- 
idence by which they could directly 
connect Col. Hawkina with the punish- 
ment of lams. The prosecution had 
nothing farther to offer. 

Judge Porter then began hia oharg 
to the inry by saying that malice mean 
a reoklMi ditiregord of the xi|^itB of au- 
otiier Wid need not be pirofen is a sim- 
ple assanlt and btttiwrr. "If the jury 
believe," said he, ••that J. B. R. Streator 
and Col. HawUns, in shaving the head 
of the proeeentor and afterward drum- 
ming hbn out of camp, were acting iu 
ptirsuance of orders isened by • nperior 
oflBeer. thby are not gniltf of aisault. 
and voor verdict must ne one of net 
guilty. The verdict in all the cases 
uKai:ist Surgeon W. 8. Qrim must be 
acquittal. 

"The claim set up by the counsel for 
Colonel A. L. Hawnns that he acted en- 
tirely in accordance with ordeire from 
a superior ofBcer, is affirmed. The 
claims that Colonel A. L. Hawkins can 
not be convicted becatuse he had nothing 
to do with the punishment of lams ex- 
cept to report the case to Ms superioi 
officer, is refused.

Paris, Nov. 5. The British bark 
Norcross, which left I'hiladelphia Oct. 2, 
for Rouen, Fiance, with a loud of petro- 
leum, has lieen burned in the Seine 
with a loss of three, and prob.ably ten 
lives. Captain Roop, who was in com- 
mand of the Norcro<s, had his wife with 
him and both wer<' saved. Hom- the 
fire originated is not known When it 
was discovered it had considerable head- 
way and every efi'ort to prevent it from 
spreading to the petroleum wa« in vain. 

As soon .'IS the iietroleum caught an 
explosion followed and a briijht Hame 
shot up into the air where the dense 
smoke almost liid the bark from those 
on shore. The crew rushed to the side 
and leaped into the river. The canton's 
wife was saved chiefly by her husband's 
exertions. Five others were also saved. 
The remains of three, horribly burned, 
were found in the river, and seven 
others are missing, and it is thought they 
have gone to the bottom. Several of 
the survivors were injured by the burn- 
ing petroleum which floated on the 
water in a ilory state some distance 
about the vessel, making approach to 
the wreok dangerous.

Tlie K' iidariiie> were 
repulsed and the workiiiLCMn ii beL,'an at- 
tacking the bakeries, 'ihe bakers had 
b'arricaded their doors, and in wdy one 
case was the barricade fniced aud the 
shop plundered.

Sme RDles and Regalatlons Provided 
bY the lew Election Lai. .

One of the inkstenril.'^ used in niHrking 
ballots ■halMMM|^<'y placed in each booth, 
the others preserved by the clerk to be 
osed in case any are lost, stolen or de- 
stroyed. .Should any person ateal or will- 
fully destroy either of said stencils, he 
shall, upon conTiction, be fined not more 
than fifty dollars, or confined in the 
county jail not more than six montha, or 
both. 

Election booths shall be «dt lighUd. 

The booths shall he so arranged that 
all the officers of election can see whether 
more than one yotar anters any of such 
booths at one tiata. The sheriff of elec- 
tion, in each precinct, shall have the care 
and custody of said booths, and may 
direct in whose custody they shall re- 
main aftor an election. No pernon otluT 
than election officers and challengers 
and those admitted for the purpose of 
voting shall he ponnittod within the 
room while the vote is being polled, ex- 
cept by authority of the election offlears, 
to keep order and enforce the law. 

The ofilcers of the election, before the 
Toting begins, shall that no ballota 
are in the box, and shall thereupon se- 
curely lock the box, and give one key to 
each of the judges ; anil the box shall not 
be again opened until the polls are dosed, 
and the officers are ready to immediately 
proceed with the conntinj^. 

The polls shall be opened at sevan 
o'clock in the feranoon, and kept open 
CDiitinwiuHli/ up to and closed at four 
o'clock in the afternoon, and before rc- 
. calving the ballot of any elector, the 
officers of election shall cause to be pro- 
claimed that such election is opened. 

No person other than theelection ofilcers 
and challengers shall remain within fifty 
feet of the polls, except when voting. 

In Maysville, voters should remember 
the number of their residence. 

No ballot Bhall be reeded for any technical 
etror. which does not make U in^pomliU to de- 
Urmifu the voter' t choice. 

If a person offering to vote is not ptr- 
Romillij known to one of the jmlges or the 
eherif][. as a qualified voter, he shall be 
interrogated, under oath administered by 
one of the judges or the daric, aa to his 
qualification. 

Voters shall leave Ch« room aS soon as 
thay have voted. 

Voters have m writimj wfiatever to <lo. The 
clerk doaa the writing. All the voter 
,does is to stamp his ballot, fold it and 
give it to one oi tjie judges.

Th« Physicians State There is No 
Ousa For Alarm —An In- 
vestigation. 



In pursuance of a request made by the 
Ooimty and City Board of Health, ea^h 

phynician of MnvHvillc was asked to re- 
port all cases of diphtheria under his pro- 
fessional care. 

Dr. Pickett—" I have no cases of diph- 
theria. There is no cause for great alarm. ' ' 

Dr. Cartmell— " I have no cases of diph- 
theria. There is 'no epidemic now, nor 
has Maysville, to my knowledge," ever had 
an epidemic of (lii)htlieria." 

Dr. A. G. Browning—" I have two caaes 
on Front strset, Fifth ward, oonvalasdng, 
another in Fifth ward that may not turn 
out to be diphtheria. This is not an cpi- 
^mic." 

Dr. Smootr— " I have no diphtheria. 
There is unnecessary alarm over the sub- 
ject." 

Dr. Adamson made no report. 

Dr. Reed—" I have one case on Waat 
Second street that is convalescing. It is 
no unusual thing to find at this season an 
occasional case of diphtheria. There is 
no epidemic." 

Drs. Strode A Samuel— "We have one 
case convalescing. There is no epidemic 
of the diseaae in our city and no feason 
for excitement." 

Dr.'Pangbum— "I bava ,ona oaaa in 
Sixth ward." 

Dr. Phillips—" I have a case of diph- 
theria in my practice." 

Dr. Shackleford— " I have a case of 
diphtheria in my own family. It is a 
lil^t attack and the litlla patian^ is oon- 
valaaotng." 

Dr. PolHtt-" I have no dlphtbaria at 
•11 in my practice." 

Dr. Phister— "1 have three oases in 
«na family on Grant street. It is no 
unusual oocurrence to find diphtheria at 
this season m any town along the Ohio 
Valley. There is no epidamlcinthis city." 

Dr. O'Brien—" I have no case of diph- 
theria.,, 

nr. Yazoll "I have two cases InSlkth 
ward, and they are cjuvulchcing." 

Dr. Stevens— "I have but a single case 
and there iH no cause for alarm." 

From the intelligent source from which 



the above information has been obtained, 
there certainly seems to be no reason for 
alarm. 

The one fact ia apparant, no epi medic 
of diphtheria has erer visited our city. 
The reports gone out are unwarranted 
when compared with the facts and evi- 
dence obtained above. It was an unfor- 
tunate coincidence that in almost half of 
the fatal cases the deaths occurred within 
a few hours of each other. ~ 

However appalling that one day may 
appear, the mortality, so far as diphtheria 
is eonoemed, is no greater for 1881 than' 
it was for IWl. 

In the published report of the deaths 
occurring in the dty of Oindnnatl or of 
liouisville scarcely a day goes by but that 
diphtheria is named on the Ust of casu- 
alties. It is read with oompoaura and 
with no great alarm. 

The city of Maysville is in a good sani- 
tary condition. Every physician knows 
his duty in the premises and the public 
nan rest assured that an epidemic of diph- 
theria will not occur. 

The City Board with the County Board 
of Health investigated the subject and 
find no reason for closing schools, inter- 
rupting any daily business or pursuit in 
in the dty of Maysville.
